Your telegram No. 1811 Jewish Hemonstrations in 
United States Zone. 


General Brownjohn spoke to General Keating early 
in April about the possibility of a mass exodus of Jews 
from the United States Zone, and was assured that the 
situation Was being most carefully watched and that 
appropriate action had been and would be taken in the 
event of actual moves taking place. 


2. After consideration of the evidence in the report 

to which you refer in your telegram, we do not consider 
that further representations to the Americans at this 
stage are desirable or would have a useful result. In 
the first place the incidents referred to all took place 
over two months ago, and we have heard of no further 
incidents since then. Secondly, though the United States 
authorities were not in all cases as prompt as they should 
have been in confiscating anti-British slogans, they do 
in most cases appear to have kept the demonstrations 
under proper control.
